Increase in Crops. 


The crop census carried on by 
the C-P.R. Irrigation Dept on 
the Western Section has shown 
a great increase in the crop yields 
and values during the last five 
years, In 1git there were in all 
393 acres of alfalfa,—this jumped 
up to 642 acres in 1912 and only 
increased ty 766 acres in 1913. A 
big increase was again made in 
1914 when the t.tal came up to 
1047 acres and at the end of this 
The 
fields which have been well 
prepared and handled have pro- 
duced from 2% to 4% tons per 
acre. This crop required two 1r- 
rigations in 1914 and tg13 >3ut 
this year only a few fields receiv- 
edone irrigation although tt is be- 
lieved that on all the lighter soils 
one irrigation was desirable to 
obtain maximum returns. The
